JOPLIN, Mo., Aug. 
Daugherty, 54 years old, robber 
and ex-convict, whose crimes had 
stretched over three states—Mis- 
sourl, Kansas and Oklahoma—in 
the last two decades, died late to- 
day with his boots on. 

Daugherty, whose pistol is said 
to have 18 notches on its handle, 
each representing a life taken in 
resisting arrest, fell from bullets 
‘fired by Detective Chief W. F. Gib- 
‘son and Detective Len Vandeven- 
ter, in a residence on the outskirts 
of the city, where he had been in 
hiding. 

In the house besides Daugherty 
were a woman, a small girl and a 
baby. Daugherty, seeing officers 
surrounding the house, 
automatic pistol. 

Detective Chief Gibson 
proached the back door to prevent 
‘escape from that exit. As he 
'reached the door Daugherty began 
) firing. Gibson ducked, one of the 
|bullets taking a piece out of his 
| straw hat, and returned the fire. 

Daugherty fled back into a room, 
| bleeding from three wounds, and 
ran into Detective Vandeventer, 
who fired, and the robber fell over 
on a bed, a bullet through his 
heart.

Daugherty was arrested at 
that time for the robbery of the 
Bank of Oronogo and served a term 
in the Missouri penitentiary for it. 

Many Banks Robbed. 

He is alleged to have robbed a

homa banks. His most extensive 
crime career was in Oklahoma, 


where he is said by the local police | . 


| to have killed most of the 18 men 
whose deaths are charged to him. 

At one time, while barricaded in 
a house, Daugherty, according to 
the police, killed four members of 
a& posse in Oklahoma. He served 
two terms in the Oklahoma peni- 
tentiary for bank robbery and was 
wanted for several charges in the 
two states at the time of his death. 

The body is being held in the 
morgue of an undertaking estab- 
lishment pending action of the 
Coroner. Daugherty has no known 
relatives here,

AGREEMENT TO QUIT R UHR 
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TERMS OF PROTOCOL SIGNED 
BY DELEGATES AT LONDON 


In Cites of Germany’s Default, Reparations| 
Commission May Take Allies’ Recom- 


mendation as 


to Sanctions.

LONDON, Aug. 16.—The agree- 
ments concluded tonight by 
London conference take the form 
of a final protocol ‘with four an- 
The final protocol is a bricf 
document in French and English. 
It is signed by Ramsay MacDonald, 


as President; by 
Sir Maurice Hankey, the allied sec- 
retaries, the German secretary and 
a representative of the Reparations 
' Commission. The American secre- | 
tary does not sign. 

The protocol states that the Pres- | 


nexes. 


Foreign Office that all the Govern- 
ments concerned and the. Repara- 
' tions Commission have confirmed 
their acceptance of the Dawes plan 
and that by means of the confer- 
ence certain agreements annexed 
to the protocol have been signed or 
initialed by the parties concerned. 

Agreements Cannot Be Varied. 

These agreements are mutually 
interdependent and cannot be va- 
ried, except that the dates will be 
advanced, as the original dates pre- 
supposed that the first steps would 
be taken Aug. 15. The parties con- 
cerned will meet later in London to 
attach formal signatures to the 
documerits which have not been 
signed, and a certified copy of the 
agreements as concluded between 
the allies will be communicated to 
Germany. 

Annex 1 of the protocol is the 
agreement of Aug. 9 between the 
Reparations Commission and Ger- 
many, whereby Germany agrees to 
take necessary measures to promul- 


to carry out the Dawes plan tin the 
form approved by the Reparations 
Commission, especially relating to'| 


industrial debentures and to apply 
certain provisions regarding con- 
trol of the revenues assigned as se-| 


curity for the annuities. 

The Reparations Commission un-| 
dertakes to do its best to carry out 
the Dawes plan, particularly in the 
way of facilitating a loan, and both | 
the Reparations Commission and| 
Germany agree to help to carry out| 
any additional agreements, includ-| 
ing arrangements for modifying | 
the Dawes plan. If there is a dis-| 
agreement on the interpretation of 
the provisions, the dispute shall be) 
submitted to arbitration.

Service of this loan is .to 
have absolute priority as regards 
any moneys of Germany so far as 
such moneys have been subjected 
to the general charge in favor of 
the loan and also as regards any 
difficulties that may arise through 
the imposition of sanctions.

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Allies and Germany Sign Protocol on Reparations 


Continued from Pare One. 


French were fully satisfied with 
the compromise agreement on the 
Ruhr evacuation, but both delega- 
tions scored many points which 
they believe will appeal to their 
publics and ease the way in ob- 
taining ratification. 

The specific promise of the 
French to evacuate the Ruhr ab- 
solutely within one year from Aug. 
15 and to evacuate Dortmund im- 
mediately are great prizes for the 
German delegates, although they 
had hoped that the period would 
be narrow<d to six months. 

MacDonald won the admiration 
of all the delegates by the fearless 
and dashing manner in which he 
handled the tangled Ruhr situa- 
tion, speaking with equal frankness 
to both Herriot and Marx and do- 
ing much to keep wartime animosi- 
ties down. 

The French and German dele- 
gates had many long conversations 
during the conference concerning 
their future tariff arrangement, 
and at times this commercial fea- 
ture threatened to be a_ serious 
handicap to the Ruhr settlement. 
But they finally agreed to meet Oct. 
1 in Paris to begin negotiations for 
a commercial treaty. The German 
delegation insists that it made no 
trade on tariff arrangements to 
rain the Ruhr evacuation decision 
and that it will begin negotiations 
in Paris untrammeled by any 
pledge to admit Alsatian iron ore 
or other French products free. 


Turn Backs on War. 


Premier McDonald, in addressing 
the delegates, characterized the re- 
sults of the conference as the first 
really negotiated agreement since 
the war. It was more than words 
printed on paper, for it was in fact 
the first peace treaty, inasmuch as 
the delegates at this conference 
had turned their backs on war and 
thoughts of war, he said. 

MacDonald spoke of the difficul- 
tiles the German Ministers face. He 
knew their burdens were heavy, h» | 
said, and their people might not, 
be too happy at the _ results 
achieved, but he commended to 


German study the system of arbi- | 


tration agreed upon, whereby de- 
fects in the Dawes plan might be 
remedied. 

“In other words.” said the Pre- 
mier, ““The period of national iso- 
lation is ended and that of ex- 
change of views and of reasonable 
exchange of experiences has begun. 
That is the advance the London 
conference has made. However, our 
work is only, beginning, and we 
must continue step by step the 
work of peace making and restor- 
ation. There is a long way before 
we reach the goal of European 
peace and security. But I think we 
are on the right road.” 

Beginning of New Era. 

Herriot, in the name of France, 
expressed gratitude to MacDonald, 
who, he said, had guided them pa- 
tiently and loyally. He declared 
that to put the Dawes plan into 
operation was a difficult work, the 
beginning of a new era. All the 
problems of the war were not 
solved, he said, but he saw the 
dawn; France had suffered much, 
but she only asked for her rights. 

Chancellor Marx also thanked 
MacDonald for his understanding. 
He pointed out the heavy task of 
the German delegates and the re- 
sponsibilities they had assumed in 
accepting the Dawes plan. They 
were much encouraged by the pro- 
vision for arbitration. He _ ex- 
pressed the hope that this would 
always be used and that war would 
come to an end. He also hoped that 
in the future there would be 
brought to all international confer- 
ences the spirit of peace which had 
reigned over the London confer- 
ence. Germany was prepared to col- 
laborate in the work of peace. 

Other Unsolved Problems, 

In referring to the London con- 
ference as the only step in the res- 
toration of Europe, MacDonald 
pointed out other unsolved prob- 
lems. 

“There is the question of the 
inter-allied debts,”’ he said. “The 
question of disarmament and na- 
tional security, the question of the 
composition and authority of the 
League of Nations, the question of 
doing justice by arbitration. None 
of these is a simple problem, none 
of them solvable by sacrificing one 
nation to the interests of another. 
They all require’ international 
agreements between peoples whose 
representatives are on terms of 
absolute equality and who are ab- 
solutely free to accept or reject 
the proposals. 

Peril in Economic Problems. 

“There is another great class of 
dangers which we have to face. I 
refer to the economic problems 
which are bound to arise, as soon 
as the Central European Powers 
find their feet. There will be an 


attempt on the part of soulless in- 
ternational combines, using the 
weapon of political pressure, to 
subordinate the common interests 
for their own. The defense of na- 
tional interests and well being 
against such moves must receive 
the most careful consideration and 
firm action of democratic Govern- 
ments. 

“The all-important thing today 
is that we should be sure that we 
are on the right road. I am sure 
that, however prolonged or brief 
may be the rule of each of us— 
mere straws in puffs of popular 
favor—we have every reason to be 
proud that it has been our good 
fortune to take part in this his- 
toric conference.” 

The French and Germans fina: 
ly settled their long controversy 
over the military evacuation of the 
Ruhr by an exchange of letters 
today in which they agree to the 
principle that Aug. 15 of next year 
be fixed as the final date when 
the French and Belgian’ troops 
must completely evacuate the 
Ruhr territory. 

Partial Evacuation Now. 

They have also agreed that a 
partial evacuation will begin on 
Aug. 30 of this year, when the 
foreign soldiers will leave Dort- 
mund and the cities and places out- 
side of the Ruhr which were not 
occupied in accordance with the 
terms of the Treaty of Versailles, 

The” Belgians join with the 
French in the letters covering 
these points. Both the French 
and the Germans, in their let- 
ters, insist that they have not al- 
tered their opinions about the legal 
questions involved in the occupa- 
tion of the Ruhr. 

The French insist that the occu- 
pations were justified by the treaty 
of Versailles while the Germans de- 
clare that the sanctions were ille- 
gal and voice the expectation that 
the evacuation will be finished 
earlier than next August. 

MacDonald Prepares Letter. 

Prime Minister Macdonald 
‘is preparing a letter in which he 
will deny charges that he coerced 
‘the Germans into acceptance of 
ithe French demand that the Ruhr 


occupation continue for one year 
longer. It is also expected that he 
will issue a statement, expressing 
the hope that the evacuation may 
be even speedier than the agree- 
ment provides, 

The French and Belgian prime 
ministers made a joint statement 
declaring it was obvious that the 
entire sanctions territory would be 
evacuated as soon as the French 
troops left the Ruhr, in other words 
that the military evacuation would 
be- absolutely complete next August 
15. 

To this MacDonald gave his ap- 
proval, thus binding the British 
along with the French and the Ger- 
mans to the absolute fulfillment of 
the agreement on condition that 
the Germans live up to the pro- 
visions of the Dawes plan. 

The provision for immediate 
evacuation of Dortmund was _in- 
serted as an example of good will 
on the part of the a and 
Belgians. 


RESTRICTIONS ON 
LOAN PREVENTED 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Aug. 16.—One of the 
final acts of the international rep- 
arations conference was the adop- 
tion of an important resolution 
dealing with the financial phases 
of the Dawes plan. The resolu- 
tion reads: 

“It is agreed that putting into 
execution of the Dawes scheme and 
the arrangements for that purpose 
embodied in the present agreement 
depend upon the issue of a loan 
of 800,000,000 gold marks ($200,- 
000,000) for the purpose of the 
plan and are conditional on this 
issue. 

“The allied Governments, desir- 
ing that this loan should be suc- 
cessfully raised and contemplating 
that the loan will be the first lien 
on security pledged thereto, will 
invite the central banks in their 
respective countries to use their 
good offices to facilitate the plac- 
ing of the loan.” 

After the resolution was formu- 
lated, the American delegation 
made a statement in which it was 
declared: 

“We,understand that this reso- 
lution does not restriet the Ger- 
man Government’s entire freedom 
in negotiating the loan with bank- 
ers of its own selection.” 

The American statement was to 
prevent possible restriction of Ger- 
many’s financial negotiations § to 
the central banks, instead of per- 
mitting them to negotiate for the 
loan in the open market, and when 
the conference agreed to it the 
resolution was adopted.

‘DAWNING OF A NEW DAY’ 


American Ambassador, Addressing London 
Parley, Commends Statesmanship That 
Brought About Settlement.

LONDON, Aug. 16.—American 


Ambassador Kellogg, speaking at 
the International Conference this 
evening, just before the German 
and Allied delegates initialed the 
agreements for the execution of 
the Dawes plan, said, addressing 
Premier MacDonald: 

“Mr. President,’ 2 cannot too 
highly compliment the delegates of 


Jall nations represented at this 


great International Conference up- 
on their firmness, ability and 
broad-minded statesmanship which 


has brought the conference to 4 
successful consumation. It was 
evident from the beginning that 
you came here with the firm deter- 
mination to settle most of the dif- 
ficult problems which, in times of 
peace, have confronted the lead- 
ing nations of Europe—I might 
say, of the world. 

Basis of Furope’s Prosperity. 

“T believe it was evident to 
statesmen of all the world that a 
settlement of the reparations, ad- 
justment of national finances and 
the rehabilitation of Germany lay 
at the foundation of the future 
prosperity of Europe. A perma- 
nent settlement on the basis of 
fairness and justice to all nations 
engaged in the war was the only 
sure guarantee of peace. It was 
with this view that the Repara- 
tions Commission, representing the 
Allied countries, appointed the 
Dawes Committee to suggest a 
plan for such settlement. 

‘As I have said before, they 
were all able, high-minded and 
patriotic men with wide public ex- 
perience and knowledge of finan- 
cial and economic conditions. I 
belleve-more than four weeks of 
careful study and intercourse be- 
tween the delegates has demon- 
strated that the Dawes report was 
the greatest plece of constructive 
work of modern times, and I wish, 
on behalf of my country, to extend 
to Gen. Dawes and his associates 
my sincere congratulations. 


Loyally Supported by Coolidge. 
“From the very beginning, when 
an expert committee was . pro- 


posed, to the consummation of 
your work, thig plan has had the 
hearty and loyal support of the 
President of the United States and 
the American people. Complicated 
and difficult as the problems were, 
that report has stood the test of 
the most careful scrutiny and has 
been the basis of this settlement, 
for it was founded on sound eco- 
nomic, social and, I might add, po- 
litical principles which have been 
evolved by the experience of the 
ages. 

“I do not for a moment mini- 
mize the difficulties which have 
confronted this conference and, 
but for your ability, your patience 
and your faith in the people of 
your various countries, it could 
not have succeeded. Disagreements 
there have been, growing out of 
difficult conditions, political and 
economic, in different countries. 


But with the determination to suc- 
ceed, a confidence which never 
wavered, and the sincere desire of 
accommodation of differences, you 
have brought this conference to a 
successful issue. 

Dawning of a New Day. 

“TI may be tco much of an optli- 
mist, but I believe this settlement 
is the dawning of a new day, the 
hope of millions of people. The 
revival of industry and prosperity 
so necessary to the happiness and 
progress of mankind. Animosities 
engendered by the war cannot con- 
tinue. Nations, as _ individuals, 
must live in amity and this confer- 
enec is the beginning of the har- 
mony which presages the brighter 
future. 

“T shall not take the time of 
this conference to review its work, 
it speaks for itself. Its daily pro- 
ceedings have been followed with 
intensive interest by thousands of 
people—in no place more than in 
my country. 

“Tt is the first great step in the 
restoration of confidence in our civ- 
ilization. It puts in force a sound 
economic plan for reuniting Ger- 
man industrial life, giving the Ger- 
man people hope for the future and 
an opportunity to discharge the 
obligations growing out of the war. 

“The influence of this settlement 
will be far reaching. It will not 
be confined to the Allies and Ger- 
many, but will be spread to many 
other nations, especially those bor- 
der states so intimately connected 
with the great nations of Europe. 
There must be friendly intercourse, 
exchange of products and a revival 
of industrial activities if Hurope 
is to be prosperous and her people 
happy. 

Recognition of Arbitration. 

“There is one feature of this set- 
tlement which I wish to emphasize, 
and that is the recognition and fur- 
therance of the principles of arbi- 
tration for settlement of interna- 
tional disputes. In my opinion, the 
great hope for the peace of the 
world lies in arbitration and ju- 
dicial settlement between nations, 
and I am very giad the conference 
has contributed so much to forward 
this plan. 

“I would have been glad to have 
seen these questions referred to the 
World Court, but I realize many of 
them were of a technical nature, 
requiring men _ experienced . in 
finance, commerce and economics. 

“Promises have been made and 
promises exchanged, and we feel 
sure that performance will follow 
in the same whole-hearted fashion. 
Your work will be well done only 
when the will of the people is en- 
listed. I believe the nations will 
give this support to the engage- 
ments taken. They are offered 
hope, work and accord, and this op- 
portunity the people will gladly 
welcome. 

“In closing, permit me to say for 
myself, Mr. Logan and my other 
colleagues that we deeply appre.- 
Clate the great compliment you 
have conferred upon us and our 
countrymen by inviting us to your 
deliberations and to thank you for 
your uniform courtesy and friendiy 
spirit.”

RUHR BEFORE YEAR

yesterday. 

Chancellor Marx received a com- 
munication, which !t was intended 
should be kept secret for the pres- 
ent, from Premier Herrlot, to the 
effect that in October, when the 
negotiations for the international 
loan to Germany come up, he may 
be able to reconsider the period of 
one year for evacuation of the 
Ruhr which the Germans now are 
ccmpelled to accept. 

When Stresemann met Herriot 
in Downing street tonight for the 
final plenary session of the London 
conference, the German Foreign 
Minister informed the French Pre- 
mier he had been inundated for 
the last three days with letters and 
telegrams begging him not to sign 
the agreement. 

“So have I,” replied Herriot, and 
both statesmen laughed. 

The next move in the ‘European 
tangle will be serious disputes be- 
tween the French and the Ger- 
mans as to the commercial treaty 
to be negotiated Oct. 1. The main 
reason why Herriot, under pressure 
from Louis Loucheur, held out fora 


year’s occupation was to be abie 
to bring pressure to bear on the 
Germans during these commercial 
treaty negotiations. 

The French propose extracting 
from the Germans, if possible, a 
most favored-nation treatment 
with little reciprocity, an extension 
beyond next Jan. 10 of free im- 
ports from Alsace-Lorraine into 
Germany, notably iron and textiles 
and 51 per cent participation in 
the Ruhr mines. 


Behind the conference scenes of

IN FRANKS CASE 


State Expert Admits “Split 
Personality Might Be Evi- 
dence Towards a Mental 
Disorder.” 


ADMITS HE NEVER 
EXAMINED YOUTHS 


Loeb and Leopold Find 
Merriment in Heated Ex- 
changes Between Counsel 
and Witness. ‘ 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Aug. 16.—Testimony 


of Dr. H. Douglas Singer, fourth 
alienist for the prosecution, that 
Richard Loeb and Nathan Leopold 
Jr., were entirely normal when 
they kidnaped and killed 14-year- 
old Robert Franks last May 21, was 
subjected today to the cross-exam- 
ination of the aging but vigorously 
alert Clarence 8. Darrow, chief de- 
fense counsel. 

The hearing to determine wheth. 
er Judge John R. Caverly shall in- 
flict the death penalty on the 


youths on their plea of guilty, or 
impose penitentiary sentences on 


the plea for mitigation of punish-] 


ment, was enlivened by frequent 
clashes of Darrow with the witness 
and again with Robert E. Crowe, 
State’s Attorney. 

Loeb and Leopotd found much 
cause for merriment in the heated 
exchanges between counsel and wit- 
ness. 

At adjournment the defense 
claimed these were net gains: 

Admission by Dr. Singer that he 
had reached conclusions by ob- 
servation and not examination; 
that a split personality, described 
by defense alienists as existing in 
both boys, ‘‘might be evidence to- 
wards a mental disorder;’’ that the 
present ages of both Loeb and Leo- 
pold is the critical time for devel- 
oping “mental sickness;”’ and that 
a dream life might influence p>-r- 
sonality. 

Report on Murders Admitted. 

Dr. Singer did not deviate from 
his general declaration that he had 
found no evidence in his observa- 
tions nor in the testimony of de- 
fense experts to sway him from 
his conclusions that there was “no 
evidence to indicate a diseased 
mind in either youth,’ and that 


they had displayed normal emo-| 


tions and that their phantasy lives 
contained nothing abnormal. 

The other leg of the triangular 
plea of the defense—functiona! 
disorders of the endocrine gland 
systems—was not touched upon to- 
day. Darrow was gratified by get- 
ting into the record a statement 
by James Quinlan, at one time an 
official of the State Penitentiary, 
but now a lawyer, that 340 persons 
had pleaded guilty to murder in 
Illinois in the last ten years and 
that only one, Thomas Fitzgerald, 
nearly 40 years “!d, had i 0»been 
hanged. Darrow’s point was to 
bring out that no youths of the 
ages of. Leopold and Loeb had 
paid the supreme penalty upon 
pleas of guilty, and that Crowe, 
who has termed the Franks case 
a “perfect hanging case,’’ sentenced 
Fitzgerald, 

Once in today’s short session, 
Crowe charged that the defense 
was trying to cheat the law. Dar- 
row countered by accusing Crowe 
of having held Loew ana Leopeid 
illegally while he forced conies- 
sions from them. At another point 
the two argued heatedly when 
Crowe referred to the youths as 
“criminals.” 

“You are not trying to fool me, 
are you doctor?” presaged one of 
Darrow’'s tilts. “You are not try- 
ing to avoid us, are you?” 

The doctor, retaining his calm 
under the inquisition by Darrow, 
each time shot back invitations to 
try and find out. 

“What other names do they | use 
for ‘split personality’?"” asked 
Darrow. 

“Phantasies, delusions, itilusions, 
mannerisms, etc., they are all evi- 
dences of a split personality,” re- 
plied Dr. Singer. 

The “schizophrenic person,’ was 
a newcomer in the hearing. He 
was introduced by Dr. Singer in 
a book in which he had sought to 
define more definitety persons with 
split personalities, Darrow reading 
extensively from the work. 

It wasin that connection that 
the defense council obtained -the 
admission from Dr. Singer that 
schizophrenia, the inclination of 
parts of the personality to split off, 
is more likely to develop into in- 
sanity in intelligent persons of the 
approximate age of Loeb and Leo. 
pold than in others, 

Cross-examination of Dr. Singer 
was unfinished when the hearing 
was adjourned until Monday. It 
was indicated the defense would 
end its questioning by Monday 
noon. There is only one remaining 
witness, Dr. W. O. Krohn of Chi- 
cago, @ veteran expert witu.ess in 
murder trials, and regardew as the 
prosecution’s “ace.” Attorneys esti- 
mated that a day and a half would 
suffice for hearing his testimony, 
permitting arguments in the -hear- 
ing to be started possibly Wednes- 
day morning,

Comment of Berlin Press on 
London Agreement.

BERLIN, Aug. 16.—The Na- 
tionalist press is greatly excited 
over the developments at the Lon- 
don conference. The Kreuz Zei- 
tung doubts whether Germany will 
be able to bear the burden in- 
volved in the execution of the 
Dawes scheme so long as the free- 
dom of the industrial regions is 
unrestored. It say that once again 
Germua statesmen are putting their 
names to a protocol which is tan- 
tamount to the abandonment of 
German prestige abroad and 
which, for the “illegally” oc- 
cupied areas, means a prolonga- 
tion of suffering. 

The Bortenzeitung, which  be- 
lieves the prolongation of the Ruhr 
occupation will be exploited by 
the French as a means of pressure 
to extort concessions from Ger- 
many when time comes for the 
conclusion of commercial treaties, 
predicts difficulties in the Reich- 
stag and probably tn the French 
and British parliaments before a 
final settlement is reached. 

Foreign Minister Stresemann’s 
newspaper, Die Zeit, confesses that 
the news from London is no occa- 
sion for jubilation, although, it 
says, the concessions the German 
delegates obtained must not be 
underesu.mated. It thinks the Ger- 
man delegates achieved almost 
superhuman results, considering 
the fact that they have been con- 
fronted with difficulties seldom 
experienced by representatives of 
a big counuy at a similar confer- 
ence.

“BARREL ROLLING” 
IS CONDEMNED BY 
RED CROSS EXPERTS 


As Many Drowning Cases Lost 
That Way as Saved; Easier 
Method Shown. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—Barrel 


rolling as a method of freeing the 
lungs of water to revive persons 
taken unconscious from the water, 
was condemned as “most hazard- 
cus’ today by experts of the Red 
Cross life saving service at head- 
quarters of the organization. 

“Tt is to nearly drowned per- 
sons,”’ it was said, “almost as cer- 


tain in dealing death as a dose of 
corrosive poison is to a determiner 
suicide. Probably more lives have 
Teen sacrificed during the minutes 
lost in searching for a barrel than 
were preserved inrough use of the 
barrel.” 

The simplicity of the prone press- 
ure method of resuscitation, the ex- 
perts declared, has ‘‘outlawed”’ the 
barrel rolling and has demonstrate 
how much more effective and easier 
is the former expedient. 

In a statement prompted by the 
recent death of a youth here when 
after 14 , minutes in the water he 
was rolled on a barrel, the Red 
Cross said: 

‘Forget the barrel: waste no time 
Lay the victim on his stomach; ex- 
tend one arm directly over the 
head: bend the other arm at the 
elbow and rest his cheek on the 
hand to keep nose and mouth off 
the ground. Kneel facing forwar i, 
straddling his legs. Place palms of 
hands on each side of back, just 
above belt line. With arms straight, 
lean gradually forward, pressing 
downward and forward and, coun:- 
ing slowly, 1, 2, 3. Swing your body 
back, counting slowly four, five. 
Straighten arms and repeat press- 
ure. Keep up work steadily until

There is little doubt that 
Vance is the greatest pitcher in 
the National League and that, 
with a stronger club -back of 
him, he might make an even 
better record. 

On sheer comparison with past 
records, however, Dazzy is a long 
way from ranking with super- 
men of past seasons. For ex- 
ample, take the record of Joe 
Wood in 1912, when the “Smoke 
ball” king won 85 games and 
lost five, the highest winning 
percentage, for such a iarge 
number of victories, in the 
modern baseball. 

Walter Johnson, the following 
year, made a record of 36 vic- 
tories and seven defeats. 

Wild Bill Donevan finished the 
1906 season with 26 victories and 
only four defeats. 

In the National League there 
are several instances of hurlers 
surpassing the record of Vance. 
Dazzy. for example, has won 
seven or eight games straight. 
Rube Marquard won 19 victories 
in succession for the Giants. 

Back In Joe McGinnity’s hey- 
day. with the Giants, he pitched 
51 games for a percentage on the 
season of .§14,. in one season. 

Ed Reulbach is the only play- 
er to pitch two successive sea- 
sons in which he averaged over 
800 on the season. In 1906, 
with the Chicago Cuba. Ed 
hurled 33 games for a winning 
percentage of .§26. The next 
year, in 27 games, he attained a 
percentage of .310.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—Re- 
cent investigations of accident pre- 
vention, traffic control and high- 
way safety are bringing to light 
strange inconsistencies which 
somehow have escaped the spot- 
light for years. 

One investigator recently star- 
tled his audience by asking if they 
thought it sensible to allow frail 
women in their sixties to operate 
10-ton motor trucks. A ripple of 
laushter was followed instantly by 
a significant silence.

Railroad Plans Turning Branch 
’ Line Into Private Truck Road 


If thorough investigation, now going on, makes its plans seem sound, 

one of the great railroad systems will transform a branch line into 
a privately built and operated highway, upon which to run a special 
fleet of exceedingly heavy trucks and buses, says Harlow Hyde in the 


Cincinnati Enquirer. 


Engineers are at work on estimated costs, special trucks are being 
projected, and the entire highway system worked out to its last detail. 
This is one of the branch lines that are cr, makers. Still the 


cost of reconstructing the grade and track and 


ridges is so heavy 


that the company is figuring which will be the cheaper and the more 


productive of profits in the future. 


This company was one of the 
many which, for several years, 
did all it could to have the use 


of trucking for hire over high- 
ways paralelling its tracks re- 
stricted. In the end it, too, 
came to look upon the high-. 
ways as an ideal sort of trans- 
portation for short haul less- 
than-carload shipments. Its 
progress through the three 
stages of opposition to highway 
hauling, use of and tentative 
plans to build and operate its 
own private highway, proves 
the sound, economical basis of 
highway transport by trucks. 

The bridges are in and will 
doubtless be strong enough for 
even the gigantic trucks which 
are planned. Thus two main 
highway costs are already writ- 
ten off. 

There will be a filling of stone 
on top of the grade ant then a 
very thick, hard surface for the 
highway and the prevate road 
will be complete. 

The railroads tsarely have 
Grades of more than 4 or 5 per 
cent. 


Thus the first problem of the 
engineer, the making of the 
grade, the fills and the cut 
through the hills, is already 
taken care of. 

No road in America, except 
that short stretch of the Lincoln 
Highway in Indiana which is 
called “‘Ideal Section,’’ will com- 
pare with the rail’s private ve- 
hicle road in thickness of the 
hard surface. The short “Ideal 
Section” is one and a third miles 
long, is 40 feet wide, and the 
surface is 10 inches thick, with 
re-enforcing steel imbedded. 
The approximate cost per mile 
of this 40-foot pavement is $67.- 
000. The maximum weight of 
the trucks per axle is 21,333 
pounds, with an inch of tire for 
every 800 pounds of load (in- 
cluding the vehicle). 

Of course, the rail line will 
not need so wide a highway. 
Half of this will probably suf- 
fice. 

It is considered probable that 
the rail highway will be lighted 
as is the “Ideal Section"’’ to in- 
sure safety and quick service 
day and night.

whole situation is. When this is 
clearly fixed in the public mind, it 
is felt there will be important 
changes for the better. 


Dangerous Crossing Hurrying. 

Many experts are alarmed over 
the present inconsistency in traffic 
regulation at congested points. It 
is pointed out that while regula- 
tions are being designed. with the 
idea of saving human life motor- 
ists are being urged to hurry at 
crossings. Yet hurrying is recog- 
nized as inimical to the basic rules 


of safety. 

The speed at which a human 
being can travel is definitely lim- 
ited, which means that in all traf- 
fic regulations allowance should 
be made for the fact that a pe- 
destrian can get away so quickly 
and no quicker. To figure on his 
getting out of the way any quicker 
than he is able to is the same as 
forcing him to cross in front of a 
moving street car. Yet, despite the 
fact that this point in traffic reg- 
ulation is recognized, automobiles 
are running at higher and higher 
speeds at crossings, being encour- 
aged to do so in the interest of 
speeding up vehicular traffic. 

As one expert points out, what 
is the use of talking safety when 
each city appears to be interested 
primarily in keeping the streets { 
from being congested? 

Everyone seems to be working 
on the assumption that there is 
something particularly dangerous 
about vehicular congestion, where- 
as the facts show that most lives 
are lost where vehicles are at lib- 
erty to run along about as they 
please. There seems to be some- 
thing inconsistent about the whole 
business. 

As to Insurance. 

Take it from another angia The 
casualty insurers recently revised 
their rules and regulations so as 
to eliminate the necessity of re- 
stricting public HMability and prop- 
erty damage to a specific driver, 
with indorsement if others were 
permitted to drive the car. 

Obviously. this prevented a lot 
of motorists from allowing ‘Tom, 
Dick or Harry to run their ma- 
chines. 

It is only necessary to note that 
insurance rates were reduced to 
see that this precautionarycoverage 
helped to cut down the number of 
accidents. It is argued by many 
that the insurers should have kept 
the lid down after they had started 
something worth while. 

There is something rather star- 
tling in the fact that the law al- 
lows anyone who says he can drive 
one particular car to take the 
wheel of any car. and that the In- 
surers will indemnify for any 
losses woich such a driver may 
entall when he has borrowed, with 
permission, some car upon which 
insurance has been written.

| NAVIGATION NEEDS 


MORE WAVE BANDS 


Air and Sea Craft Demand 
Greater Consideration in 
Future Allotments. 


Those who sail the seven seas, 
where there is no communication 
except via radio, and many others 
who depend solely upon this means 
of intercommunication feel that, 
what are technically termed “mo- 
bile stations” have not received 
adequate consideration in the dis- 
tribution of the radio channels. A 
strong representation for the mo- 
bile services, comprising chiefly 
ships and. aircraft, will be made 
at Secretary Hoover’s radio confer- 
ence next month, It is believed. 

A resume of the wave alloca- 
tions made at the last radio con- 
ference shows that approximately 
110,000,000 people are concerned 
with radio service from and to 
3100 ships, 300 aircraft and $00 
commercial land stations, all of 
which stations are allotted only 37 
separate channels through the 
ether. On the other hand, 20,000 
amateurs have 33 such channels, 
and 600 broadcasting stations, of 
interest to about 100,000,000 
people, are allowed to operate on 
53 separate wave lengths, although 
several other forms of communi- 
cation are available for. these 
people. 

Especially in the Navy and Ship- 
ping Board, marine operators and 
experts believe mobile stations de- 
serve a better proportion of oper- 
ating wave lengths, in view of their 
sole dependence on radio and the 
importance of it in insuring the 
safety of life and property at sea. 

Commenting on the situation a 
naval officer recently stated: 

‘There is one elemental fact in 
respect to radio which should gov- 
ern all discussion of the subject and 
to which all other considerations 
should be subordinate. It is that 
radio is primarily an agency for

Q. (1) Is an aertal 50 feet high 
at one end and 60 feet high at the 
is the same height at both ends?

A. (1) Yes. The difference of a 
few feet at either end is negligible. 
(2) For reception from the long- 
wave stations as well as the shorte 
wave broadcasting stations, an 
aerial between 60 and 80 feet will 
be found satisfactory at the height 
you mentioned. (3) This is entirely 
a matter of personal choice as one 
is an efficient as the other. The 
writer prefers the outdoor type. (4) 
We are not prepared to say which 
type of lightning arrester is the 
“best."" There are several varieties 
on the market bearing the under- 
writer laboratories’ stamp of ap- 
proval which will be found to serve 
in a satisfactory manner, the pur- 
pose for which they are made. (5) 
No changes will be necessary if 
your tubes are designed for opera- 
tion at the same voltage delivered 
by the storage you intend using. 
If your present tubes are made for 
operation with dry cell batteries it 
will be necessary to insert a re- 
sistance in series with them andthe 
6-volt storage battery. We cannot 
give specific data because you did 
not mention the type of tubes you 
are using and the size of the stor- 
age battery you contemplate using. 


Q. I wonder why I do not hear 
KSD as well when using a three- 
circuit receiver as with a single- 
circult set?

CHICAGO, Aug. 13. 

HN HERTZ was one of the first men to 
guess what a place taxicabs would take in 
4merican life. He staked his career on their 
indispensabdility. Today, his belief has been 
so well justified that the advértising depart- 
ment of the Yellow Cab Co., if it has not ail- 
ready gotten around to it, might start an 


. educational series. The series would show 


how Americans flirt in taxicabs, fal] in love 
in taxicabs, use them on honeymoons; carry 
through business deals in taxicabs, send wives 
to shop and children to schoo] in them, and 
eccasionally die in taxicabs. 

Gowever, the stroke of genius which made 
John Hertz the taxicab king was his carly 
use of business psychology. Reading a treatise 
on colors one day he learned that a certain 
shade of orange yellow most strikingly im- 
presses the eye. Very well, he would raint 
bis cabs yellow. Men laughed at him, say- 
ing “People don’t want to ride in circus wag- 
ons.” but they knew nothing of business 
peychology. People did want to ride in yel- 
low taxicabs. They were irresistibie. stand- 
ing in a line of drabber vehicles in front Of 
station or hotel they stood out like the pro- 
verbial sore thumb. 

With the Yellow Cab Co. dominating tle 
business in many cities. John Heriz dil not 
stop thinking. It occurred to him while on 
@ visit to London that the motor bus wuld 
go well in the United States. Especially in 
Chicago where surface cars and the elevated 
were serving none too adequarcly. Once 
more Herts had resort to  psycholory 
Wouldn't the poor straphanger run for a 
fast-moving auto bus on which he was cuar- 
anteed a2 seat? Wouldn't transients who 
wished to see the sizhts without a large 
taxicab bill gladly surrender their dimes for 
@ place on the upper deck of a bus? What of 
the thousands who could not afford automo- 
biles mor taxicabs and wished to ride for 


pleasure? 


4 The Motorbus Idea 


There was a bus company in Chicago. and 
tt had mot been patronized extensively. But 
HMeriz and a friend. Charlies McCullough. had 
faith in the idea. They purchased the equip- 
ment and framchise and began building new 
Dusses. Presently the public was being told 
"Ride in the Open Air’—‘“A Seat for Every 
Passenger’ —“See Chicago From the Deck of 
se Bus’ —‘“Ride in Safety and Comfort.” Try- 
ing the new busses, the p:blic was won. 

Today, John Hertz at 45 heads the Yel- 
low Cab Co.. omerating and manufacturing 
taxicabs not only for its own service but for 
ether companies; the Chicago Motorbus Co. 
and the Fifth Avemme Coach Co. of New York. 
He also owns one<hird interest in the Peo- 
ples Motorbus Co. of St. Louls and controls 
its operation. The combined value of the 
enterprises managed by Hert< is estimated at 
$100.000,000. 

Of course bright ideas alone did not make 
Hertz nor his enterprises. He was helped 
primarily by the fact that he cast his lot with 
the automobile industry when it was roung. 
Getting in on the gromnd floor he worked 
hard and long. Such elements as business in 
tegrity and business semse. service to the 
pubiic at moderate rates and the knack of 
surrounding himself with capable subordi- 
pates counted largely. Even then. an element 
ef the miraculous is left: 

He started as a ragged newsbor, an i~—!-

His Start in Chicago

Loisted the British merchant flag, according 
to harbor regulations. “The Red Ensign!” 
exclaims Conrad, “In the pellucid, colorless 
atmosphere bathing the drab and gray masses 
of that southern land, the livid islets, the sea 
of pale, glassy blue under the pale, glassy 
blue of that cold sunrise, it was, as far as 
the eye could reach, the only spot of ardent 
color—flamelike, intense and presently as 
mninute as the tiny red spark the concentrated 
reflection of a great fire kindles in the clear 
heart of a globe of crystal. The Red En- 
sign—the symbolic, protecting, warm bit of 
bunting flung wide upon the seas, and des- 
tined for so many years to be the only roof 
over my head.”’ 

However, Conrad spent two years under the 
French flag, cruising 
about the Mediter- 
ranean and to the 
West Indies, before he 
realized his ambitior 
of enlisting under the 
Red Ensign. His au- 
tobiography is almost 
silent concerning the 
period of his appren- 
ticeship. There is a 
hint in the sentence: 
“I have carried bags 
of wheat on my back, 
bent almost double 
under a ship’s deck 
beams, from 6 in the 
morning until 6 in the 
evening.” His sea ex- 
periences and observa- 
tions are written large, 
however, in his novels. 

He must have been 
a navigator of a uni-— 
que sort. To the out- 
ward eye, no doubt, 
served officer, totally absorbed in his 
practical duties. But within, as yet lacking 
purpose so far as he could see, what teeming 
intellectual ferment! What an infinity of 

sensations and  ob- 
servations, of sea, sky 
and landscape, noted 
down in minutest de- 
tail, and stored away 
in that fathomless 
memory! What a gal- 
lery of human  0»por- 
traits, analyzed to the 
final degree, and 
waiting to be brought 
forth only until he 
took pen. in hand! 
Some wealthy, pom- 
pous and imbecile 
British yacht owner 
caught for a moment 
that studious and ac- 
curate eye, to emerge 
years later as Mr. 
Travers of “The Res- 
cue.”” A youth 
glimpsed somewhere 
in the East, power- 
fully built, with a fixed stare and stooping 
shoulders, like a charging bull, grew into 
the hero of “‘Lord Jim.” A negro sailor from 
the West Indies, dying on a homeward voy- 
age, became “The Nigger of the Narcissus.” 
And there were women—Edith Travers, Dona 
Rita, possessing sex at the supremest vibra- 
tion of intensity, dowered with enchantment 
as a poet is with genius; or those other wom- 
en, Almayer’s half-caste daughter, or Alma 
in “Victory,” who plunge headlong into love 
like Curtius into his gulf. 


But most pressingly of all, at first, came the

remembered figure of Almayer, as seen by 
Conrad in the life on an island in the Malay 
Archipelago, He came to live in those Bel- 
gravia apartments, with a vividness and 
poignancy foreign to their real intercourse; 
and soon his wife and daughter joined him. 
‘Then,’ the author writes, “the rest of the 
Pantai band came, full of words and gestures. 
Unknown to my respectable landlady, it was 
my practice, directly after my breakfast, to 
hold animated receptions of Malays, Arabs 
avd half-castes. They did not clamor aloud 
for my attention. They came with a silent 
and irresistible appeal.”’ : 

And so, one morning, like one in a trance, 
Conrad wrote his first page of fiction. ‘“Al- 
mayer’s Folly’’ proved the shortest of his 

many novels, but five 
years intervened be- 
tween the opening sen- 
tence and the last. The 
manuscript of seven 
chapters went . with 
Conrad up the Congo 
and narrowly escaped 
drowning with him in 
the rapids. The eighth 
chapter was terminat- 
ed at Geneva, where 
he was recovering 
from tropical fever. 
The ninth was penned 
while he was man- 
aging a waterside 
warehouse in London. 


The unfinished no- 

vel went with him to 

Berlin, and was al- 

most lost in a bag 

abandoned between 

trains at the Fried- 

richstrasse station; it 

traveled with him by railway and sledge to 

the Ukraine; then, like a cask of choice Ma- 

deira, it got carried three years to and fro 

upon the seas, including a voyage to Australia 
end return. 


It was on this trip ta 


that Conrad encount- \ Yh 
ered his first reader— 

a sallow young Cam- 

bridge University man, 

who courteously took 

his thoughts from his 

own approaching death 

to peruse the nine 

chapters of manu- 

script, which had ac- 

quiged a faded look 

and an ancient, yel- 

lowish complexion. His 

comments were brief. 

Conrad asked if the 

book were worth fi- 

nishing. “Distinctly,” 

he replied. “Were 

you interested?” “Very 

much.” “Is the story 

quite clear to you as 

it stands?” “Yes, 

perfectly.”” Save for 

these laconic but en- 

couraging responses, 

says Conrad, the novel 

might never have been finished. The first 
af the millions of Conrad's readers died be- 
fore ““Almayer’s Folly” was completed. 

The tenth chapter was begun aboard 4 
2000-ton steamer, frozen up in winter along- 
side a quay in Rouen, And the author, in the 
uniform of a second mate, used to quit his 
pages to show visitors over the ship, like a 
Cook's tourists’ interpreter. This employment 
marked also his last connection with the sea, 


for at the call of his new vocation of letters 
ke decided to retire. The book was com- 
pleted in 1894, when Conrad was in his thirty- 
seventh year. Published in an obscure maga- 
zine, it attracted little attention. Renown 
came with “The Nigger of the Narcissus,” 
which W. E. Henley serialized in the New 
Review. 

After “Almayer’s Folly” ensued, at intervals 
of a year or so, a list of novels whose very 
names are like beads on the rosary of ro- 
mance: {The Outcast of the Islands,” ““‘The 
Nigger of the Narcissus,” “Tales of Unrest,” 
“Lord Jim,” “The Inheritors,” “Youth,” 
“Typhoon,” “Romance,” “Nostromo,” “The 
Mirror of the Sea,” “The Secret Agent,” “A 
Set of Six,” “Under Western Eyes,”’ “‘A Per- 
sonal Record,” “’Twixt Land and Sea,” 
*““Chance,” “Within the Tides,” “Victory,” 
“The Shadow Line,” “The Arrow of Gold,” 
“The Rescue” and “The Rover.” At his 
death, he had finished two-thirds of a novel 
called “‘Suspense,’’ which had nothing to do 
with seas and ships, and was laid in Italy. 

On his last morning he wrote his dally stint, 
for, as he acknowledged, “I dare say I am 
compelled—unconsciously compelled—now to 
write volume after volume, as in the past I 
was compelled to go on sea voyage after voy- 
age, Leaves must follow upon one another as 
leagues used to in the days gone by. I do not 
know which of the two impulses has appeared 
more mysterious and wonderful to me.” Al- 
though he followed the sea for 20 years, it 
was his fate never to cross the North Atlantic 
until he visited America for the first time, in 
the spring of 1923. 

Conrad was 20 before he seriously began 
the study of English, and he mastered it with 
the facility of the Slav, whose own tongues are 
so fiendishly difficult that others seem child’s 
play. A dozen years ago an English authority 
declared him “‘the best English writer of us 
all.” He had a flexible and picturesque com- 
mand of the argot of the forecastle; and is 
most English, perhaps, in the easy chatter of 
that discursive and charming gossip, Capt. 
Charles Marlow, who tells the magnificent 
stories of ‘Youth,’ “Heart of Darkness” and 
in part, ‘“‘Lord Jim.”’ 

When writing in his own person, Conrad's 
style could. not be called idiomatic, like the 
style of Carlyle, for instance; to the sensi- 
tive ear his writing betrays at times a lucid- 
ity, a cadence, which are Gallic. His highest 
virtuosity lay in his formidable, luxuriant and 
aromatic vocabulary, which was able to ex- 
press with precision and passion every shade 
of natural scenery, every nuance of human 
emotion. His store of words was particularly 
rich in the field of man’s atrocious and idiotic 
malevolence. 

The quality which made his work artistic 
was due to his heritage as Slav and his adop- 
tion as Englishman. He had the Slav's fire 
and intensity, his sincerity, his imagination, 
his abandon of emotion. These were restrained 
by his contact with the manliness and reti- 
cence of British character, and with the aus- 
terity of the sea. 
himself wrote, he gave a sigh but not a sob; 
io human folly a smile, but not a giggle. One 
of the requisites of a novelist, he maintained, 
“is the high tranquility of a properly 
steeled heart.’ If Conrad's prose verges often 
upon music, it is music designed massively in 
accordance with symphonic architecture and 
contrapuntal science. 

Like that other great Pole, Friedrich 
Nietszche, Conrad had come to the deliberate 
conclusion that no man of heart and intelll- 
gence can endure to regard the universe as 
a moral creation, and that it is necessary to 
view it as a work of art. “The ethical view 
of the universe,’ he wrote, “involves us at 
last in so many cruel and absurd contradic- 
tions, where the last vestiges of faith, hope, 
charity and even of reason itself, seem ready 
to perish, that I have come to suspect that 
the aim of creation is not ethical at all. I 
would fondly believe that its-object is purely 
spectacular: a spectacle for awe, love, adora- 
tion or hate, if you like, but in this view— 
and in this view alone—never for despair!”’ 

“The unwearied, self-forgetful attention to 

every phase of the liv- 
ing universe reflected 
in our consciousness 
may be our appointed 
task on this earth,’ he 
held, and added that 
“resignation, not mys- 
tic, not detached, but 
resignation open-eyed 
and conscious, is the 
only one of our feel- 
ings for which it is im- 
possible to become a 
sham.” “I have never 
sought in the written 
word anything else but 
a form of the beauti- 
ful,” is one of his con- 
fessions. 

With these views, it 
is small wonder that 
his favorite themes, 
one which he varies in 
book after book, is 
that the very virtues 
of men may bring 
about their destruc- 

tion. Again and again, it is some frailty of 
rectitude, some infirmity of conscience, some 
fatal flaw of imnocence, which betrays his 
heroes to ruin, before opponents of the _basest 
and most grotesque iniquity who are un- 
hampered by scruples.

Conrad As Imagist 


MONG his other gifts, Joseph Con- 

rad possessed a knack for violent, 

shattering figures of speech. The 
following may be offered as representa- . 
tive examples of these thunderclaps of 
the tmagination: 

“At its setting the sun had a dimfa- 
ished diameter, and an expiring brown, 
rayless glow, as if millions of centuries 
slapsing since dawn had brought it near 
its end.” 

“The ship tossed ahout, shaken furi- 
ously, like a toy in the hand of a luna- 
tic,” 

“The horizon seemed to have come 
on all sides within arm's length of the 
ship.” 

“A big, foaming sea came out of the 
mist; it made for the ship, roaring wild- 
ly, and In its rush it looked as mischiev- 
ous and discomposing as a madman 
with an ax.”

adverse opinion of the real Bonaparte. Of 
Don Quixote he has written that this “sublime 
caballero is the patron saint of all lives 
spoiled of saved by the irresistible grace of 
imagination.”” Perhaps, in the fate of his 


heroes, we may be permitted to detect, despite . 
their material downfall, a victory of the spirit | 
—a benison pronounced upon those gentle 


souls which are too honorable to survive. 
Conrad could depict a storm at sea in lan- 

guage which, like the elements themselves, 

flares, crashes and smites; but his diction 


grows exotic and glamorous when celebrating . 


the East and its mysterious peoples. He was 
an ardent explorer, too, of the China Seas 
and Malay Archipelagoes of the soul. 
difficult to recall more than a few of his 
throng of characters, white as well as Asiatic, 
who are not touched with something alien, 
strange and sinister. 

He has left a comprehensive collection of 
castaways, fools and rogues; 
specimens he perused with the subtle, dis- 
passionate eye of an entymologist. Homicida! 
mania—as in Martin Ricardo and “Gentle- 
man" Brown—particularly engaged his aci- 
entific curiosity; and likewise the morta! 
lesions frequently wrought by the Orient in 
European character. 

Tenderness unreserved he vouchsafed only 
to the sea, to ships, “those sentient creatures 
of men’s hands,” and to the tollers of the sea 
—three influences, as he never wearied of 
acknowledging, which molded him into what 
he became.

“The league was able to enlist 
the collective good will of the 
world as expressed and rendered 
effective through the Assembly, 
representing all States in the 
league. 

“In September, 1922, the con- 
tinuous and simultaneous presence 
in Geneva of Assembly, Council 
and Financial Committtee for a 
month enabled the technical and 
political difficulties to be satis- 
factorily worked out and adjust- 
ed without undue pressure of 
time. 

“The league’s foremost organ- 
ization, the Financial Committee, 
which could be convened as re- 
quired, and the Secretariat, which 
was always available, were at 
hand to secure the execution, in 
all its infinity of intricate detail, 
of the scheme when approved. 

“In all these five aspects, each 
of them essential, the league had 
an advantage over a system of 
specially convened conferences of 
governments or any other sys- 
tem or machinery existing in the 
world. 

When the governments § acted 
Separately they left and lost over 
$100,000,000, and at the end the 
state of Austria was worse than 
ever. When they tried to dea] 
with her in other ways by co-oper- 
ative action—either at Allied coun- 
clis or by other means—they failed 
to adopt any joint scheme. When 
they acted through the league— 
and so secured the application of 
a scheme at once cO-operative and 
constructive—they not only kept 
her gs but placed her in a posi- 
tion in which she can continue to 
support herself and they did this 
without cost or loss to themselves 
or anyone. 

Working Now in Hungary. 

“The league,” Sir. Arthur adds. 
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“is now doing the same work in 
Hungary. The position is the 
same. But the political difficult- 
fes are greater—and the beneficial 
results in the relations of Hungary 
and her neighbors are also great- 
er, The league acts by unanimity 
of the countries interested; and the 


scheme could only be put into op- 


eration when not only France, 
Great Britian and Italy but also 
Czecho-Slovakia, Rumania and 
Jugo-Slavia, as well as Hungary 
herself, desired the league to act. 
This required the prior settlement 
of outstanding disputes between 
Hungary and her neighbors. This 
necessity gave an impetus and time 
limit for the settlement of those 
questions, which had long embit- 
tered international relations. 
Agreement was reached; and an 
improvement in political relations 
and therefore greater political se- 
curity was attained as an inciden- 
al consequence of the scheme of 
financial reconstruction.”’ 


One of the secrets of the 
league success, then, is that i¢ 
forms a half-way house between 
neutral experts and government of- 
ficials.- This is hinted in the para- 
graph above about the Financial 
Committee. M. Avenol and Sir 
Edward Blackett, both high treas- 
ury officials of their respective 
governments, France and England 
are both put on the league's finan- 
cial committee. They have the ad- 
vantage of knowing both the po- 
litical views and the financial posi- 
tion of their eovernments.. They 
also, however, have their personal 
pride as experts. AS experts they 
are anxious to do a £00d job. In- 
spite of being patriots they will al- 
80 be anxious to help a good plan 
to go through. In this half-way 
house system is cultivated by the 
wherever possible and is one of the 
secrets of the league's success in 
problems where other international 
efforts have failed. 


Four Other Instances. 
Having described the league's 
reconstruction work in Austria. Sir 
Arthur says: ‘I now come to four 
considerable though less impor- 


tant instances of reconstruction in | 


the Saar, Upper Silesia. Danzig and 
Greece. 

“THE SAAR—The Saar !s gov- 
erned hy a commission responsible 
to the league under conditions reg- 
ulated in some detail by the peace 
treaty. I am here concerned only 
with the economic side of the 
league’s administration. The many 
discussions in the Saar relate to 
political—none, or hardly any, to 
economic—erievances. In the lat- 
ter respect, silence indicates con- 
tent; as to political grievances, I 
must say just this: I do not con- 
tend that they are unreal. But if 
you examine the conditons of the 
peace treaty and considerthe ten- 
sion of feeling betweeh Geneva and 
France during the last five years, 
you will, I think, agree that 90 per

“The Saar is a coal basin of 
some 700,000 inhabitants wedged 
between France and Germany. Its 
inhabitants are German in race, 
speech and sentiment. By the 
treaty the Government is placed in 
the hands of a commission respon- 
sible to the league, and not to the 
inhabitants. The mines, which 
employ the bulk of the population 
and are the basis of its whole eco- 
nomic life, are French property. 
Above all, the final political fate of 
the district is to be settled by a 
plebiscite after 15 years. This 
everhanging fate has inevitably

for contending political forces; has 
inflamed the political sensibility of 
the inhabitants and has made the 
Saar reflect the political] relations 
of the two large countries be- 
tween which it is wedged: Wnder 
these circumstances no human in- 
stitute could have so governed as 
to avoid a sense of political admin- 
istration in detail. 


Saar Finances Satisfactory. 


“On the economic gide it is per- 
haps sufficient to rernark that the 
economic condition of the inhabi- 
tants has compared very favorably, 
indeed, with that of their neighbors 
across the frontier, and that under 
the great difficulty of a double 
currency as the basis of its finance 
and its economic life, the budget- 
ary position and also the economic 
condition of the people have on the 
whole been satisfactory. 


“UPPER SILESIA—Here again 
the League did not have. a free 
hand. It accepted the mandate of 
settling a task in accordance with 
the provisions of the treaty. The 
treaty provided, in effect, that the 
Allies should draw a frontier line 
dividing Upper Silesia betwéen 
Germany and Poland with regard 
te the wishes of the inhabitants ‘.s 
shown by the results of the plebis- 
cite which was held before @ue 
League had any jurisdiction. This 
would have disappointed the legi- 
timate expectations of many of the 
inhabitants as promised in the 
treaty and confirmed by the hold- 
ing of the plebiscite. By itself it 
would have caused the greatest 
economic loss and confusion since 
a frontier line drawn in accord- 
ance with the plebiscite cut 
through a closely interdependent 
economic unit. For many months 
the Allies failed to reach agree- 
ment with the result that while 
they disputed production ceased 
and disorder with loss of life was 
frequent. Finally they handed the 
problem to the League. The 
League within a few weeks found 
a solution which gave effect to 
beth factors mentioned in the 
treaty. It was not a compromise 
between French and Brittsh views, 
but a solution combining what 
was essential in each. 

Strife in Silesia Ended. 

“It drew the frontier along the 
line indicated by the plebiscitc, 
but arranged an econor®c con- 


bar- 
rier as would disrupt the economic 
life of the country. The conven- 
tion on a basis of principle laid 
down by the League, was elabor- 
ated and signed by both Germans 
ar.d Poles and ever since has been 
cbserved. Disorder was at once 
terminated and production was at 
once resumed. 

“DANZIG — The peace treaty 
constituted Danzig a free city un- 
der the protection of the League of 
Nations with a provision securing 
to Poland the right of free access 
through it to the sea. The posi- 


man in population but so intimate- 
ly connected with her powerful 
neighbor Poland, has been a diffi- 
cult one. A Leagtie high commis- 
sioner has throughout resided 
there to act as an arbitrater in the 
discussions which are bound to 
arise. 

“The difficult task 
whole been successfully carried 
out. One special problem that had 
not been anticipated soon arose. 
The Danzig currency was the 
German mark. Every new depre- 
ciation of the German mark - 
fected Danzig just as.it did Ger- 
many, with this important excep- 
tion: whenever the German Gov- 
ernment printed new marks the 
German inhabitants lost through 
depreciation, but the German Gov- 
ernment at least had the use of the 
marks so printed for the purpose 
of its own expenses. The Danzig 
inhabitant suffered similarly 
through the depreciation and the 
Danzig Government 
corresponding loss through the 
diminished value of its taxation 
receipts. But it had no cor- 
responding gain in the use of any 
portion of the marks whoée print- 
ing had caused the depreciation. 
That is to say, Danzig had al! tne 
disadvantages, without the advan- 
tages, of inflation. 


Danzig Currency Stabilized. 

“This presented a problem which 
was partly technical and partly 
political, as it involved a detailed 
agreement with the Polish Gov- 
ernment. The task. however, has 
been successfully accomplished in 
both respects.; An agreement has 
been signed and a stable currency 
has been instituted and put into 
circulation through the League's 
financial committee. 

“GREECE—tThe Greek refugees 
returning to Greece as the result 
of the late Greco-Turkish war 
amounted to more than 1,000,000. 
Thig represents the astonishing 
portion of one in five of the total 
population of the country. The 
absorption of this large proportion 
in a country never rich and ex- 
hausted by a succession of wars 
and a period of mobilization or 
actual fighting lasting not four 
years but some 14 years, was an 
impossible strain on the unaided 
resources of Greece. 

“The League with great difficul- 
ty drew up a scheme for the set- 


has on the 


suffered a | 


tlement of these refugees in pro- 
ductive employment, mainly upon 
the land. The work was being car- 
ried out by a commission including 
an American chairman, Mr. Mor- 
genthau, an Englishntfan appointed 
by the League and two Greek mem- 
bers. 
Greek Relief Financed. 

“The work is being financed by. 
a loan secured partly by the land 
itself and partly upon the assigned 
revenues of the Greek Govern- 
ment. Two million pounds has al- 
ready been raised through the 
Bank of England and with some 
millions raised in Greece itself will 
enable the League to continue until! 
toward the end of this year. To 
complete it, however, a larger loan 
amounting. to not more than 6,000,- 
000 pounds will be required. 

“The present scheme has been 
approved by the League's finance 
council and it contains careful safe- 
guards for the prospective lenders. 
The situation will again be exam- 
ned by the League in September, 
in which arrangements may be 
made to reduce the loan. In the 
meantime, either through the work 
of this commission or by the di- 
rect efforts of: the Government or 
individuals concerned,. more than 
one-half of the refugees are under- 
stood to be in productive employ- 
ment.”’ 

For those who are not satisfied 
with what .the League is and 
would like to speculate about the 
future, here is an extract from Sir 
Arthur Salter’s recent book on 
“Allied Shipping Control,” with 
added chapters on “International 
Administration.” 


Succeeds by Organization. 

Sir Arthur read his extract to 
the members of his round table. It 
says: “The conception here pre- 
sented is thus not that of a central 
super-government. It may be that 
this wil] come. It may be that thé 
central organ of the League will 
in time itself become possessed of 
executive power, which, within a 
wide and widening sphere, will 
override the powers of nationa) 
governments. It may even be that 
in future ages the world will find 
a single center of legislation and 
executive authority by a process of 
development similar 
which provinces have been united 
into kingdoms and kingdoms int»* 
empires. Such direct power, how- 
ever, if it comes,. must be dele- 
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gated, not usurped. It must grow 
by a natural process from the 
gradual union of the national] au- 
thorities, and the increasing har- 
mony of their policies. It must 
not appear suddenly as a new, an 
nlien and trivial force. In the im- 
tedtate future executive power 
can neither be seized from nor is 
it to any very important extent 
likely to be delegated by, the na- 
tional governments. Looking at 
our problem, therefore, within the 
perhaps restricted range of an ad- 
ministrative vision, we must con- 
template the League attaining it« 
end throuzh the more humbtle 
methods of organization.”

ESLEY i.. SMITH is more than 
a flying mailman. He is the 
personification of the progress 
of the Twentieth Century. Ro- 
mance, skill and action— 
three elements that spell 
* out a drama —- are crowded into 
his everyday life. He carries Uncle Sam’s mail 
across the continent by day and night, braving every 
conceivable hazard. Through winter's blizsards and 
summer's terrific storms he bridges his sector: of 
the three thousand miles of mountain and desert, 
lakes and rivers Which, since the Government in- 
augurated night flying between New York and San 
Francisco, is covered in a thirty-six-hour flight. Here 
are romance, skill and action; duty, courage, speed; 
adventure, determination and pluck in all its phases. 
Night flying had been spoken of 
for a long time. Intrepid aviators 
bave from time to time flown limit- 
ed distances, but under the recent. or- 
der from Washington night flying 
has been inaugurated in fact. Every 
night, planes blaze their way over a 
big portion of the great Western 
stretches between Iowa City and 
North Platte. When the days be- 
come shorter the night flying terri- 
tory will be lengthened so that dur- 
ing the sere winter months, flights 
will be between Cleveland and Rock 
Nprings. 
Under the orders of the Post- 
master General night flights do 
not concern the aviators at Hazel- 
hurst Field, Garden City, but 
ere long it will be a chief feature of mail 
delivery by plene between New York and 
Chicago. Big banking houses are demanding it 
because the traims are too slow. They want over- 
night deliveries for early morning clearances, and 
this can be accomplished only through air service. 
It is coming seon, and when it does the Government 
will no doubt install its airmail flying field at Gov- 
ernor’s Island.

electric wires, metal building frames, grounded 
smoke, all tend to prevent great charges from 
gathering overhead, by allowing the difference in 
pressure in the atmosphere to slowly equalize it- 
self by flowing through them. The modern steel 
skyscraper is one of the most completely pro- 
tected refuges that there is. High steel radio 
towers, and the Eiffel tower in Paris, have been 
struck repeatedly by lightning, but without any 
serious damage. 

In isolated places the danger is _ slight- 
ly greater, but well-4nstalled lightning rods 
give good protection. These have fallen 
somewhat into disuse, of late, but simply be- 
cause they are not understood. Where damage has 
occurred on protected houses, the fault has not been 
with the rods themselves, but with faulty installa- 
tion—for an improperly installed lightning rod is 
worse than none-at all. | : 

_ Except on very tall objects such rods do not-ap- 
preciably attract lightning, and therefore they do 
not in any way increase the danger; but if light- 


ning should choose to strike in the immediate vicin- 


ity, and some of the current jumps to the wire, or 
is induced in it, damage might occur if the lower 
end was not properly grounded, or if there was a 
break in the circuit: 

When we speak of lightning in connection with

what takes place when lightning~‘strikes” an 


radio antennae, we must first break down a lot of 
time-honored superstition. Happily, much of this 
has already been broken down in the past two or 
three years by actual proof of its folly. 

Somehow or another, some people have been led 
to believe that the outdoor aerial of the radio set is 
a dangerous addition to any house, and should, 
therefore, be put under the taboo. They believe 
that such an affair attracts lightning, and after at- 
tractin~ it, proceeds to set fire to the house, or 
ki'’ -=>-— ff the occupants, or something else equally 
as horvi_.e. ? 

Many a poor radio enthusiast has written to me, 
asking what he should do for an aerial, since either 
parént or landlord would not consider his erecting 
one on the roof on account of an “eminent fire haz- 
ard.” : 

Theoretically thts is all wrong, for a lightning 
discharge that would leap a gap of air a mile long 
would hardly consider a measly little fifty-foot 
aerial as a short-cut to the ground. If such a bolt 
was aimed near a house, why just forget about the 
house and the aerial and everything else, and just 
say goodby—nothing would saye the house, except, 
perhaps, a cage made up of copper bars an inch 
thick. . 

' Lackily, however, such discharges seldom have te 
be contended with—small offshoots, or induced cur-

“The weight of the

“I determined st once on indulging them as soon as 
practicable,” remarks Col. Taylor. 

Accordingly, a small stockade was laid out and a 
depot established, at which the expedition left all its 
heavy baggage, including the artillery, so as to move 
with the greatest celerity through 4 difficult and un- 
charted country. For garrison a company of infantry 
was left there, also the pioneers, the pontoniers, some 
of the friendly Indians and 85 sick and disabled in- 

t en. 
err and then the advancing column captured en- 
emy spies, from whom information was obtained. On 
the night of the twenty-fourth a captured Indian told 
the white men that a large body of Seminoles, head- 
ed by John Cohai (Co-a-choo-chee) was encamped 
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five or six miles away. near the Mikasukies, with a 
cyprus swamp and dense hammock between the Semi- 
noles and the latter. 

Next morning at daylight the brigade, or “army,” 
as Maj. Taylor cal’s it. moved forward and reached 
a camp which must have contained several hundred 
people and which bore evident traces of having been 
abandoned in a great hurry, as the fires were still 
burning and quantities of beef were lying on the 
ground. Says the Major: . 

“Here the troops were again disposed in order of 
battle, but we found no enemy to oppose us, and 
the Command was crossed over about 11 a. m., when 
we entered a large prairie in our front, in which two 
or three hundred head of cattle were Brazing, and a 
number of enemy ponies. 

“Here another young Indian warrior was captured, 
armed agd equipped as the former. He pointed out 
a dense hammock on our right, about a mile dis- 
tant, in which he said the hostiles were situated and 
waiting to give us battle. 

“at this place the final disposition was made to 
atteck them, which was in two lines; the volunteers 
urder Gentry’s and Morgan's spies formed the first 
Mune in extended order, who were instructed to enter 
the hammock and, in the event of being attacked and 
hird-preased, were to fall back im the rear of the reg- 
viar troops, out of reach of the enemy's fire. The 
second line was composed of the Fourth and Sixth in- 
featry, the First Infantry being held in reserve. 

“Moving on in the direction of the hammock, after 
preceeding a quarter of a mile we reached the 
swamp which separated us from the enenmty. three 
fourths of a mile wide, being totally impassable for 
a horse and nearly so for fooi, covered with a thick 
growth of saw-grass, five feet high, and about knee- 
deep in mud and water, which extended to the left as 
far as the eye could reach, and to the right to a part 
of the swamp or hammock we had just crossed, 
through which ran a deep creek. 

“at the edge of the swamp all the men were dis 
mounted, and the horses and baggage left under 
suitable guard. Capt. Allen was detached with two 
companies of mounted infantry to examine the 
swamp and hammock to the right, and in case he 
should not find the enemy in that direction, was 
to return to the baggage. and, in the event of hear- 
ing a heavy firing, was immediately to join me. 

“After making these arrangements, I crossed the 
swamp in the order stated. On reaching the border 
of the hammock, the volunteers and spies received 
a heavy fire from the enemy, which was returned 
by them for a short time, when their gallant com- 
mander, Col. Geatry, fell-mortally wounded. They

HIS is the story of an American woman 
who has given a palace to the public 
—a palace, moreover, that is crammed 
with masterpieces of art from the Old 
World. 
The palace stands in the exclusive 
Fenway district of Boston, whither it 
was moved 20-odd years ago from Venice, in Italy, 
having been carefully dismantled, piece by piece, 
shipped 4500 miles to America and then just as care- 
fully reassembled on its new site. 

Sheltered in the transplanted palace is an art col- 
lection of bewildering beauty and value... It includes 
works by Titian, Raphael, Botticelli, Rubens, Rem- 
brandt, Velasquez, Durer and Holbein. There are 
paintings, mosaics, statues, tapestries, bronzes, 
ancient manuscripts and armor—altogether, more 
than 5000 items. 

And all these treasures, with an endowment of 
more than a million dollars, becomes a public muse- 
um in the hands of trustees, under the recently pro- 
bated will of Mrs. Isabella Stewart Gardner, usu- 
ally called Mrs. “Jack’’ Gardner. 


The Gardner collection today is worth many times 
what it originally cost, and is said to excel even 
the Morgan and Huntington collections. There are 
single pictures appraised at anywhere from $100,000 
to $500,000. The value of the palace and the mar- 
velous things in it is put at $20,000,000. 

The name will be familiar to older readers, be- 
cause it used to appear in the news quite frequently. 
Mrs. Gardmer figured in many an odd or freakish 
episode, for she had her eccentricities and indulged 
them like the vigorous personality she was. 

Increasing age slowed down her activities, al-

though not the interest in art which was her great 
passion. She had been ill for several years when 
she died, July 17 last, at the age of 85. Her death 
occurred in the magnificent Venetian palace whose 
doors will now be opened wider to the public than 
they ever were in Mrs. Gardner’s lifetime. 

Art, athletics, music, foreign travel—these were 
some of the interests which filled her picturesque 
career. Always wealthy, for she inherited two large 
fortunes, Mrs. Gardner spent and gave away with 
a lavish hand. The spending

may well remember. To help

Along with her kind heart, 
and her social charm, there 
were plenty of eccentricities.

pursued her hobbies. 

She hired a box and watched Corbett ,

paraded it up and down like a pet dog. 

She put on the equivalent of sackcloth and ashes, 
one year during Lent, and scrubbed the front sf@ps 
of the Episcopal Church of the Advent. 

She studied jiu-jitsu, and became an expert at it. 

She was the financial backer of a newsboys’ base- 
ball team. 

She went behing the scenes of a Boston theater 
to examine Sandow’s muscles, and such examinations 
of the strong man became the thing to do. 

She gave cash prizes to children in Boston's tene- 
ment districts for the best displays of home-grown 
flowers. P 

She aided in financing the first aviation meet ever 
held in America, which was under the auspices of 
Harvard University at Squantum, Mass., in 1910. 


She hired Paderewski for a special concert, and 
distributed the tickets.to all who wished to hear 
bim. 

She engaged a Chinese theater tn Boston, to give 
performances for herself and her friends. 


She maintained a “salon” in Old World style at 
Boston, which was attended by many celebrities of 
this and foreign countries. 

She took the most spectacular part in a pageant 
for the benefit of the Children’s Hospital, riding on 
a circus elephant in the richly jeweled attire of an 
Oriental Princess. 


Of Mrs. Gardner it was said, many years ago: 
“Although she has worshiped at the shrines of many 
fads, her devotion has not been of the empty-handed 
sort.” 

In 1908 she figured in a sensational charge of 
having smuggled $80,000 worth of tapestries, mar- 
bles, ofl paintings, armor, porcelains and other ob- 
jects of art into this country from abroad. A fine 
of $70,000 was paid to the Government. 


The art treasures had actually been brought into 
the United States, on Mrs. Gardner’s behalf, by Mrs. 
Emily Rockwell Crane Chadbourne, daughter of 
Richard T. Crane, millionaire head of the Crane 
Manufacturing Co., Chicago, Mrs. Chadbourne land- 
ed in New York with several large packing cases 
labeled “Household Goods.” She made a declara- 
tion that she was the owner of the merchandise 
therein. Attached was a statement that the contents 
were household goods, had been in use for less than 
one year abroad, were her personal property and 
as such were entitied to admission without duty. 
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Fenway Court, the Italian palace in which marvelous Gardner collection of art objects is installed. After a photograph

had made her sole heir to his estate of more than 
$5,000,000, besides a beautiful home on Beacon 
street and a fine country home in Brookline. 

It was two years after Gardner’s death that the 
widow conceived the idea of transporting an old Eu- 
ropean palace to the Back Bay Fens of Boston and 
filling it with works of art.. In Venice she found just 
what she wanted—the Palazza Barboro, said to have 
been standing for four centuries. The owner was an 
impoverished Italian nobleman who did not feel 
averse to parting with the home of his ancestors 
for a sum that would enable him to live luxuriously 
in Paris the rest of his days. 

From roof to foundation stones the palace was dis- 
mantied and shipped to America, along with its old 
furnishings. Then artisans came from the Old 
World to the Fens in Boston and rebuilt the palace 
just as it had been, putting every brick and stone 
and pilaster back in its original position. 

“Will she have lagoons around it, too?” asked 
some of the Boston folk, amazed once more at the 
latest originality of Mrs. “Jack’’ Gardner. They 
were spared the lagoons, gondolas, etc., but all about 


the palace gardens were laid out in the Italian fash- 


ion, and the installation of beautiful objects began. 

To the amazement and amusement of sedate Bos- 
ton was added, for awhile, something like pique. 
Pending completion, nobody was admitted to Fen- 
way Court except the workmen. The nearer the 
end of the work approached, the more jealously was 
the secret guarded. Mrs. Gardner was determined 
that her palace and contents should not be seen 
until all the finishing touches had been given. 


Complications arose. The building had been wired 
for electric lighting, and there came city inspectors 
whose duty it was to examine all such wiring before 
it could be used. Mrs. Gardner refused to admit 
them. In vain the inspectors told her that electric 
lights could not be used until they had given per- 
mission. Mrs. Gardner still refused to let them 
enter. But she must have light of some kind, so she 
bought a large supply of candles and illuminated her 
treasure rooms in this primitive way until the first 
receptions in the new palace had been held. 


Another story is told of this same period, which 
may or may not be true. It seems that Mrs. Gard- 
ner wanted to know something about the acoustic 
properties of the rooms, but was unwilling to admit 
a curious crowd into their unfinished spaciousness. 
So, the story goes, she invited the inmates of the 
blind asylum to visit Fenway Court in a body, en- 
tertained them in royal style, and, at the same time, 
obtained the information she wanted. 

The first private reception took place early in Jan- 
uary, 1903. The heating apparatus of the palace 
did not behave in a very hospitable manner, and the 
crowd shivered. Some wit remarked that “Mrs. 
Jack had added a new treasure to her museum— 
the Frieze of the Four Hundred.” 


Contrary to all expectations, including their own, 
none of the distinguished guests had a cold in con- 
sequence, since there were no drafts to cause one. 
Another comment of the day was that “Mrs. Gardner 
has contrived a palace without drafts, which cer- 
tainly is not according to Italian style.”’ 

The palace was first opened to the public, in the 
limited way which Mrs. Gardner decreed, in Febru- 
ary of the same year. The rule observed for many 
years at “The Isabella Stewart Gardner Museum in 
the Fenway, Inc.,” was that the public should be ad- 
mitted on four days of each month, from 11 a. m. 
until 3 p. m. There were only 200 tickets, sold at 
$2 each. Since the majority of the tickets were 
taken up months beforehand, by Bostonians, the cas- 
ual visitor in the city had practically no chance of 
admission. 

On these public days the whole palace was thrown 
open to sightseers except some apartments on ap 
upper floor where Mrs. Gardner resided and which 
were cut off from the rest of the building by iron 


grilis. x 


Friends of Mrs. Gardner said that out of more 
than 5000 works of art in the palace, there were 
only 29 on which no duty had been paid and which 
therefore could be considered as “public museum” 
pieces. Practically everything was on view, how- 
ever, so Mrs. Gardner and her friends felt that she 
was being more than liberal with the public. 


On such occasions, in the early years, Mrs. Gard- 
ner was always present, going from room to room in 
hostess fashion, while in every room sat one of her 
friends to watch and direct the visitors. It used to 
take 10 uniformed policemen and nearly as many 
trim maids to do the honors, for many came in car- 
riages and with wraps, and everything was arranged 
for their comfort. 

“The severely plain, square building, as it rises 
up from the level, snowbound Fens, speaks in every 
line of the ability to stand against inclement winds,” 
wrote one of the first to attend on a public day. 
“Moreover, the red-tiled roof and the few Vene- 
tian windows are piquant if slight suggestions of 
the palace’s real contents.” 

Perhaps the feature of the palace which most im- 
pressed visitors was the great central court, like a 
Spanish patio, roofed with glass and kept at an 
agreeable temperature, even in midwinter. There 
were palms, oleanders and acacia trees. Brilliant 
flowers bordered the paths. In the fountain, water 
fell unceasingly from the mouths of marble dolphins. 
The perfume of hyacinths and lilies filled the air.

“But the Simms-Vane necklace is as interesting a 
piece as one would wish to see,’ said Ford, trying 
to focus his eyes upon The Hawk. “It’s only once in 
a year or two we get a chance to see the Thirty- 
three. as we call it. The old dame is paralyzed 
so stiff that they say she is as brittle as blown glass, 
but she still has her whims; and one of them is to 
keen a $40 000 trinket where she can see it every 
day. She has it in a box right in her own room 
all the time. The story goes that her husband gave 
it to her on her thirty-third birthday and it alter- 
nates bine-white and canary stones in a setting done 
by Boitard. There's a piece of sentiment for you! 
Thirty-three stones like them around an invalid’s 
room as if they were a string of horse-chestnuts!

It took The Hawk five months to plant Lucille Gal- 
liene in the Simme-Vane household, and required 
that he-give up his labors as a dancer at one of New 
York’s gilded cafes and that he slide down the lad- 
der of social distinction to the position of chauffeur.

This 
was a vear after The Hawk's careless, easy, affee- 
tionate ways and Lucille’s spirit, courage and eterna! 
opening-flower freshress of appearance had made 
the two seem indispensable to each other. The Hawk 
was over 30 and appeared as 20. Lucille was over 
25 and appeared as 17. Furthermore, when The 
Hawk had said, as he had often said to others: “You 
are the most beautiful toy in the world,” the Galli- 
ene girl had sniffed at him and said: “I am no toy, 
mon cher. It’s to be pals and an honest-to-goodness 
wedding or you can fade.” This was a new experi- 
ence to Miller; he liked it. He was a bit tired of 
his own vanity. 

When the twenty-fifth day of September had 
dawned, Lucille had acted as parior maid at the 
Simms-Vane house for more than two weeks.
